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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 2 of the Remarks, filed 1 2/1 2/2007, with respect 
to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-5 and 25 under 35 U.S.C. §103 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 
newly found prior art reference. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 25 is objected to because of the following informalities: at line 2 "burnOin" 
should read --burn-in--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Cornelius etal. (US 6873172). 
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Regarding claim 1, Cornelius et al. (hereafter Cornelius) in fig. 1-9 discloses a 
system [10] for testing optoelectronic devices, the system comprising: 

a burn-in rack [20] mountable within a support structure [40], said burn-in rack 
supports a plurality of optoelectronic devices [lasers] during burn-in testing and life 
testing, said burn-in rack with said plurality of optoelectronic devices being disposable in 
either a burn-in oven or within said support structure for life testing; and 

a detector assembly [30] mounted to said support structure [40], said detector 
assembly comprising a plurality of detectors [plurality of 32], each of said plurality of 
detectors aligning with one of said plurality of optoelectronic devices to detect an output 
of each of said plurality of optoelectronic devices during the testing. 

Regarding claim 2, Cornelius discloses a system as recited in claim 1, wherein 
said system further comprising a computer [computer] in electrical communication with 
at least one of said burn-in rack and said detector assembly. 

Regarding claim 3, Cornelius discloses a system as recited in claim 2, wherein 
said computer controls [using control drivers of computer] said life testing and said burn- 
in testing. 

Regarding claim 4, Cornelius discloses a system as recited in claim 1, wherein 
said burn-in rack comprises: 

a rack base [base see fig. 2] that supports a circuit board [board for lasers, see 
fig. 2]; and 
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at least one diode support [holding unit] disposed from and supported by said 
rack base, said at least one diode support supporting said plurality of optoelectronic 
devices. 

Regarding claim 5, Cornelius in fig. 5 discloses a system as recited in claim 1, 
wherein said plurality of detectors are organized in an array. 

Regarding claim 25, Cornelius discloses the optical detector assembly, 
configured to simultaneously test the plurality of optoelectronic devices during burn-in 
testing and life testing [using computer].
